It. Is not too much to say that at tho 


time of President JfcKlnley's.-death he 
was the most widely loved man in all the 
United States, while we havo never had 
any public man of his position who has 
been so wholly free from the bitter ani- 
mosities incident to public life. His polit- 
ical opponents were the first to bear the 
heartiest and most jrcnorous tribute to tho 
broad kindliness of nature, the sweetness 
and frentleness of character which so en- 
deared him to his close associates.

of business. We should not longer submit 
to conditions under'which only a trifling 
portion of our great commerce is-carrled 
In our own ships. To remedy this state of 
things would not merely serve to build 
up our shipping interests, hut it would 
also result In benefit to all who are Inter- 
ested in the permanent establishment of o 
wider market for American products and 
would provide an auxiliary force for the 
navy. Ship's work for their own countries 
Just as railroads work for their, terminal 
points. Shipping lines, if established to 
the principal countries with which wo 
have dealings, would be of political as 
well as commercial benefit. From every 
standpoint it Is unwise for the Unite:! 
States to continue to rely upon Ihe ships 
of competing nations for the distribution 
of our goods, it should be made advan- 
tageous to carry 'American' goods in 
American hulit ships. 


At present American shipping is under

of forestry.is the p*rpotuatlon of forests 
by use. Forest protection It not 'ar. end 
ot itself: It Is a. means to Increase and , 
oustaln the resources of our country and 
the industries which depend upon them. 
The preservation of our forests is an Im- 
perative business necessity. 
"We have 


come to see clearly that whatever de- 
stroys the forest except to make way.lor 
agriculture threatens our well being. 


Tho practical usefulness of the national 


forest reserves to .the mining, grazing. Ir- 
rigation and other Interests of the regions 
In which the reserves lie has led to a 
widespread demand by the people of the 
west for their protection and extension. 
The forest reserves will Inevitably be. of 
:till greater us? In the .future than in th«t 
past. Additions should be made to them 
whenever practicable, and .their useful- 
ness sh'oukr be Increased by a thoroughly 
businesslike management. 
At present the protection of the forest 


reserves rests with the general land office, 
the mapping and description of their tim- 
ber with tho TJnltod States geological sur- 
vey and tho preparation of plans for their 
tonservatlve use with the hurteau of for- 
estry, which is also charged with the gen- 
eral advancement of practical forestry In 
the Tr.iled St.'itou. These various func- 
tions should IK united In the bureau of 
forestry to which they properly belong. 
Tho present diffusion of responsibility In 
bad from every standpoint. It prevents 
that effective co-operation between tha 
government and the men who utilize the 
resources of the reserves without which 
the interests of both must suffer. The 
scientific bureaus generally should be put 
under the department of agriculture. Ihe 
president should have by law the power 
of transferring lands for use a? forest re- 
serves to the department of agriculture. 
Ho already ha.a such power in th« case of 
lond'n ii«tlfd by the departments of war 
and the navy. 


Trrlcatlon. 


The wise administration of the forest 


reserves will be not less he'.pful to the in- 
terests which depend on water than to 
those which depend on wood and crass. . 
The water supply itself depends uoohfth* 
forest. In the arid region It Is water, .not 
land, which measures production,:. ,'Th« 
western half of the United StatcsVwould 
sustain a population greater than, .that of 
our whole country- today If the waters 
that now run to waste were saved and 
used for Irrigation. The forest and water 
problems are perhaps the most vital In- 
ternal ouostions ot the United States. 


Certain of the forest reserves should 


also be made preserves for the wild .forest 
creatures. All of the reserves should b« 
bettor protected from fires. Many of them 
need special prot.-ction because- of the 
great injury Oone by llv« stock, above all 
by sheep. The Increase in deer, elk ana 
other Hnlmals'ln the Yellowstone park 
shows what may be expected when other 
mountain forests an; properly protected 
by law and properly guarded. Some of 
these areas have been so denuded ot sur- 
face vegetation by ovt-rfrrazlng that tli* 
proiind iirc-edinjr birds, including grouse 
ind ouall. and many manr.mals, including 
deer have been exterminated or driven 
away. At the same time the water stor- 
ing capacity of the surface has been de- 
creased or destroy^'., thus promoting 
floods in times of ruin and diminishlns th« 
flow of streams betwr-en rains. 


1n cr.ses where natural conditions hav« 


been restored for a few years vegetation 
has a^oin carpeted, the ground, birds and 
deer are coming back, and hundreds of. 
persons, especially from the immediata 
neighborhood, come each summer to en- 
joy the privilege of camping. Some at 
least of the forest reserves should nfToru 
perpetual protection to the native faup* 
und tlorn safe havens of refuge to cur 
rapidly diminishing wild animals of th* 
Jar-pr" Itinds and free camping grounds for 
the ever Increasing numbers of -man and 
women who have learned to fuidI -rest. • 
health and recreation in the splendid for- 
ests ond flower clad meadows of our 
mountains. Thfl forest reserves should b« 
set apart forever for the use and benefit, 
of our people as a whole and not sacrificed 
to the shortsighted greed o' A few. 
The forests are natural reservoirs. By 


restr.ilnlue the streams in tlood and re- 
plenishing them in drought they mnk» 
possible the use of waters 
otherwise 


wasted. They prevent the soil from wash- 
ing and so protect the storage reservoir* 
from flllins up wilh silt- Forest eonservn- 
tlon Is therefore an essential condition of 
water conservation. 


Sioraae Work* Neceiinary. 


Tho forests alone cannot, however, fully 


regulate and conserve the waters of the • 
arid region. Oreot storage works nre nec- 
essary to equalize the How of streams and' 
to save the Hood waters. Their construc- 
tion has bern conclusively shown to be an 
undertaking too vast for private effort- ' 
Nor can It I".- best accomplished by the In- 
dividual states acting alone. Farreachins 
Interstate problems are rnvolved. and tne 
rt-ources ot single states would often be- 
Inadequate.

function, tt least in some of its features. • 
It is as right for the national government 
to make the streams and rivers of the 
nrld region useful by engineering works • 
for water storage ns to make useful USB 
rivers and Harbors of the humid region by 
engine-ring works of another kind. The 
Htorinu of the noods In reservoirs at the 
headwaters of our rivers is hut an en- 
largement of our present policy of r.vcr 
control under which levees are built on 
the lower reaches of the same streams. 
The government should construct and 


maintain these reservoirs as It does other 
public works. Whero their purpose is to 
regulate the flow o( streams the water 
should bo turned freely Ir.-o the channels 
In the dry soason to take tho same course 
under the same laws as the natural flow. 


The reclamation of the unsettled arid 


public lands presents n,different, problem. 
Here It is not .-noiiKh to regulate the flow 
of streams Tho object of the government 
is to dispose of the land to setlU'rs who 
will build homes upon it. To accomplish 
this object water must be brought within

years. It was humiliating, he said, to 
consider the impotency of our federal 
Jaws to punish tin's fearful crime. The 
senator spoke of the revolutionary prop- 
aganda under the guiding hand of lierr 
iJost and the ^.'ihiJist .HarimaH and the 
formation since 1881 of anarchist groups. 
Congress must now legislate against-this 
peril with courage, firmness and conserv- 
atism and prudence. The constitutional 
power of congress to deal witii the sub- 
ject was discussed at length, and sup-

Report of isthmian Canal Commis- 


sion Sent to Congress. 


WHY IT WAS SELECTED 


OVER THE PANAMA ROUTE 


eolared the Most Fractibl* ami Feasible 


Way—E«tlm*t«d Cost $if}9,O64,O6ft 


—Asserted Eight Years Will See 


the Big Cniial in Operation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4—The 


report 
of the isthmian 
canal 
com- 


mission was sent to congress today. ,The 
commission, as anticipated several^weeks 
ago, favors the Nicaraguan route and 
rnakps an estimate of $180,8(14,062 n-j the 
total cost" of construction of the canal 
through Nicaragua. The estimated cost 
of the Panama route is $144,233,358, but, 
the report says, it would cost $100,141,- 
000 to obtain the Panama concession. 
The commission value the work done at 
$40,000,000. The report says the Pana- 
ma route is feasible as a sea level canal 
while the Nicaragua route must be by 
locks, but Lake Nicaragua will furnish 
an inexhaustible supply of water for the 
canal, The Nicaragua route has no nat- 
ural harbors at either end, but satisfac- 
tory harbors may be constructed. Har- 
bors already exist at each end of the 
Panama route, but considerable work 
must be done at the entrance of the har- 
bor on the Atlantic side. With adequate 
force uud plant the commission estimate 
that the Nicaragua canal can be complet- 
ed in six years, exclusive of two years 
for preparation. Ten years is estimated 
to complete the Panama canal. The to- 
tal length of the Nicaragua 
route is 


ISIi.tiO miles and the Panama route 49.00 
miles. The estimated cost of operating 
and maintaining the Nicaragua canal an- 
nualt is $1,350,000 greater than that of 
the Panama canal. The estimated time 
t'or a deep draught vessel to pass through 
the Panama canal is 
12 
hours 
and 


through Nicaragua canad 33 hours,, The 
Nicaragua routes, the report says, ia 
more advantageous for commerce save 
that originating on the west coast of 
South America. For the Gulf ports the 
advantage is two days, and for most 
ports on the Atlantic and Pacific one 
day. The Nicaragua route is said to be 
better for sailing vessels on account of 
the favoring winds. Hygienic conditions 
also favor Nicaragua. The commission 
says the United States should, acquire 
control of a strip of territory ten miles 
wide from sea to sea through which to 
build the canal. The consent of Nicara- 
gua and Costa Rica.must be obtained to 
construct tfc.e canal, but the report says 
this can easily be secured. Tho conces- 
sions granted by the Colombian govern- 
ment to the Panama canal company have 
many years to run and new concessions 
cannot bd1 granted to the United States. 


The report concludes us follows: 
"Aftor considering all the /nets de- 


veloped by the investigations made by 
the commission, the actual situation as 
it now stands, and having in view the 
terms ottered by the new Panama Canal 
company this commission is of rhe opin- 
ion that the most practicable and fi.'nsi.- 
ble route for an isthmian can.il, to be un- 
der the control, management and owner- 
ship of the UriiTLud States, ia that known 
as the Nicaragua route."

tering the water approaches to Shanghai 
ar.d to Tientsin, tho centers of foreign 
trade in central and northern China, and 
an International conservancy board, in 
which the Chinese government Is largely 
represented, has been provided for tho 
Improvement of the Shanghai river and 
tho control of Its navigation. In the narno 
lire of commercial advantages a revision 
of the present tariff on imports has been 
assented to for the purpose of substitut- 
ing specific for ad valorem duties, and an 
expert has been sent abroad on th-j part 
of tho United States to assist In this 
work. A list of articles to remain frou ot 
duty, including flour, cereals and rice, 
gold and silver coin and bullion, hus also 
been agreed upon in the settlement. 


During these troubles our government

the United States or Ive admitted into 
the United States: but this prohibition 
shall not be so construed as to apply to 
political refugees or political -offenders 
other than such anarchists.'' 


The second section directs the special 


board of inquiry authorised by the im- 
migration Jaws to make diligent investi- 
gation concerning tho 
antecedents of 


any alien seeking admission into the 
United States wh" is suspected of being 
an anarchist, jiuthori/.ing the board even 
to go to thp extent of examining the per- 
son of suspected aliens for

dicative of membership in anarchistic so- 
cieties. 


Section three provides for the return 


of persons to their native countries who 
have secured fuimi.s.-iimi 
to the United 


States contrary to hnv and who have 
afterward bfp.n found to lw anarchists.

United States and it shall appear from 
the evidence that he is an anarchist, this

provides that "the fait that an alien has 
declared liis iut.'iuiou to bcf-ome a citi- 
zen of the United Sl-.no.i shall constitute 
no bar to proceedings against him under 
this act."

He treats exhaustively of 
the functions of banking ami interest- 
ingly explains tunny tilings appertaining 
to banks and bankers. As to immense 
central banks, lie says: 


''That sj'.stem does, indeed, afford the 


elements-which-would'give the highest 
aaurance of protection against the pres- 
ent evil of individual banks, each an in- 
dependent unit, with no bond of cohe- 
sion, no power of cooperative action, uo 
ability to coordinate 
for the general 


good or for mutual defense. But 
tlir; 


proposition for large central banks, with 
broad powers for the 
establishing of 


branches, offends the common instincts 
of our people, and may fairly be looked 
upon as at present impossible of realiza- 
tion.'' 


The secretary surmises the advantages 


of central banks may be attained in an 
entirely different 
form. The 
federa- 


tion's principle may be applied, he says, 
the banks preserving their unity .yet 
united in a great central institution, and 
with limited powers of control over its 
membership in the interest of common 
safety, confined in its dealings to 
the 


hanks and to the government, it could 
become the worthy object

public confidence. By the concentration

No. 4 with a head end brakeman and in 
failing to provide proper signals at the 
place of meeting of trains 4 and 13. En- 
gineer Aaron. T. Strong was found negli- 
gent in failing to properly understand 
and obey order No. 82 under which the 
train was running. Conductor 
George 


J. Martin was found negligent in failing 
to signal the engineer to stop and in fail- 
ing to apply the air brakes when the en- 
gineer did not give the proper signal im- 
mediately after the station signal at Sen- 
eca, according- to the company's rules. 
Fireman Bas'tien was found negligent in 
failing to remind the engineer of order 
No. 82 when the engineer failed to give 
the proper signal and slow up at Seneca. 
Brakeman A. W. Dittnian_was1 found neg- 
ligent in failing to signal the engineer to 
stop and in failing to apply the air 
brake until after the train had passed 
the station at Seneca- when the engineer 
did not give the proper signal on ap- 
proaching Seneca. 


WRECK ON RAILWAY. 


Passenger Train Strikes a Switch 


Engine—Engineer and Fireman 


Hurt—Limited Derailed. 


It was reported.in this city last night 


that a bad wreck had occurred on the 
Chicago division of the Ghcago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul Railway company, and 
that a number of persons had been in- 
jured and killed. 


Investigation proved that the fast ex-

OF KR.ESIUBXT 


HOOSEVELT, 


The first annual message of President 


Eoosovejt is before the country and :ts 
elegant piece of diction, discursive, yet 
plain to the purpose^, is in contrast with 
previous executive papers of later years. 
There, is an utter absence of any statis- 
tical'information, an absence of any ex- 
ecutive policies, but yet 
recommenda- 


tions that falter not' on the roadside of 
composition, but set forth that all may 
read the full mind of the nation's chief 
magistrate. 


The message is in its entirety a splen- 


did piece of literary workmanship. It is 
polidhed. and yet not so finely finished 
but its running, smoothly flowing sen- 
tences lure on the reader to see what is 
coming next and it may be safely said, 
between the natural curiosity to see 
what the president has to say and ilw 
easy reading of it all, it will be the most 
generally read message of many year#. 
The familiar message is conspicuous for 
its absence, and instead the reader is in- 
vited to journey, so to speak, with this 
president all through the gamut of pres- 
ent leading National subjects now before 
the country.

PROTECTION AND RECIPROCATION*. 


The. reciprocity convention at Wash- 


ington agreed politely to disagree, 
at 


least this is about the interpretation the 
ordinary reader must place upon it. As 
suspected wns the case, there were so 
many diverse interests that it was clear- 
ly seen by the keen-eyed, that the repre- 
sentatives of the different trades and in- 
terests were there for a purpose and 
that purpose was distinctly to prevent 
their interests from being traded in reci- 
procity to help other interests. The 
principle of reciprocity itself was 
con- 


curred in by the convention and a sort 
of modus vivendi agreed upon, that 
it 


was a good thing to reciprocate when it 
could be done without any interference 
with our domestic prosperity. 
All the 


varying interests 
now of our 
country 


are fully alive to the 
situation and no 


reciprocity treaty can hardly be enacted 
that- will cut into the industries of any

To the Senate.and House of Representa- 
tives: 
The congress assembles this year under 


the shadow of a great calamity. On the 
6th ot September President McKinley was 
shot by an anarchist while attending the 
Pan-American exposition at Buffalo and 
died in that city on the 14th of that 
month. 


Of the last seven elected presidents he is 


the third who has been reordered, and the 
bars recital of this fact Is sufficient to 
Justify grave alarm among all loyal 
American citizens. Moreover, the circum- 
stances of this, the third assassination of 
an American president, havo a peculiarly 
sinister significance. Both President Lin- 
coln and President Garfleld were killed bv 
assassins of types unfortunately not un- 
common 
in history, 
President 
Lincoln 


falling a victim ..to the terrible passions 
aroused by four years of civil war and 
President Garfield to the revengeful van- 
ity of a disappointed offlceaeeker. Presi- 
dent McKinley was killed by an utto.rly 
depraved criminal belonging to that body 
of criminals -who object to air govern- 
ments, good and bad alike, who arn 
against any form of popular liberty if it ia 
guaranteed by even the most just and lib- 
eral lawa and who ore as hostile to th=i 
upright exponent of a free peoples, sober 
•will as to the tyrannical and irresponsible 
desoot. 


It. is not too much to say that at the 


time of President McKinley's-death he 
was the most widely loved man in all the 
"United States, while we havo never had 
any public man of his position who has 
been so wholly free from the bitter ani- 
mosities incident to public life. His polit- 
ical opponents were the first to bear the 
heartiest and most generous tribute to the 
broad kindliness of nature, the sweetness 
and gentleness of character which so en- 
deared him to his close associates!. To a 
standard of lofty integrity in public life 
h<? united the tender affections and home 
virtues which are all important in the 
makeup o* national character. A gallant 
soldier iu tho great war for the Union, ho i 
also shone ?s an example to all our people I 
because of his conduct in the most sacrod | 
and Intimat". of home relations. Thers j 
could bs np personal hatred of him. for ho ( 
never acted with aught but consideration 
j 


for the welfare of others. No one couid 
fall to respect him who knew him !n pub- : 
lie or private .life. The defenders of those I 
murderous criminals who seek to excuse j 
their criminality by asserting that it ] 
is exercised for political ends inveigh 
against weaJth and irresponsible power. 
But for thib assassination even this bane 
apology cannot be urfjed. 


The Object of Ite l)lo*v. 


President McKirilev was a'man of mod- 


erate means, si man whose stock sprang 
from the sturdy tillers of the soil, who 
had himself belonged among the wage- 
workers, who had entered the army as a 
private soldier. Wealth was not struck at 
when the president was assassinated, but 
the honest toil which is content with mod- 
erate gains after a lifetime of unremitting 
labor largely in the serv-ice of tho public. 
Still less was power struck at in the sense 
that power is Irresponsible or centered in 
the hands of any one individual. The blow 
•was not aimod at tyranny or wealth. It 
was aimed at one of the stronsrp.st cham- 
pions the wageworker has ever had. at 
one of the mc*3t faithful reprcsentatives-of 
the system of public rights and represent- 
ative government who has ever risen to 
pubitc office. 
President McKinley filled 


that political office for which the entire 
people vote, and no president, not even' 
Lincoln himself, was ever more earnestly 
anxious to represent the well thought out 
wishes of tho people. His one: anxiety in 
every crisis was to keep In closest touch 
•with the people, to find out wbat they 
thought ami to endeavor to j;-lve expres- 
sion to their thought after having- endeav- 
ored to gulue that thought aright. Ha 
had ,1ust beeu re-elected to the presidency 
because the majority of our citizens, the 
majority of our farmers and wagework- 
ers. believed that he hn.d faithfully upheld 


* their interests for four years. They felt 


themselves Iti close and intimate touch 
•with him. They felt that he represented 
so well and so honorably all their ideals 
and aspirations that they wished him to 
continue for another four years to repre- 
sent them. 


And this was the man at whom the as- 


sassin struc-!<! That there might be noth- 
ing Jacking to complete the Judas-like in- 
famy of his act ho took advantage of an 
occasion when tho president wns meeting 


yj^he people g-enerally, and, advancing as If 
|j to take tho hand outstretched to him in 
|f 
kindly and brotherly fellowship, he turned 
y the noble and generous confidence of the 


\ victim Into an opportunity to strike tho 


fatal blow. There is no baser deed In all 
the annals of crime, 
, 
A Glorioni Death. 


The shock, the grief of the country, are 


hitter in tho minds of all, who saw the 


• dark days while tha president yet hovered 


between life and death. At last the light 


Jand town meeting- is In similar fashion 
the embodiment of tlie law abiding pur- 
pose and practice oi' tlie people of tho 
town. On no conceivable theory could the 
murder of the president be accepted as 
due to protest against "inequalities in the 
social order" save as the murder of all the 
freemen engaged in a town meeting could 
be accepted as a protest against that so- 
cial inequality which puts a malefactor in 
lail. Anarchy is no more an expression of 
"social discontent" than picking pockets 
or wife beating-. 


• Annrcliy mid AnnrcliiMx. 


The anarchist, and especially the anarch- 


ist in the United States, is merely one type 
of criminal, more dangerous than any 
other because he represents the same de- 
pravity in a greater degree. The man who 
advdcatfts anarchy directly or indirectly 
in any shape or fashion or the man who 
apologizes for anarchists and their deeds 
makes himself morally accessory to mur- 
der before tho fact. The anarchist is a 
criminal whose perverted instincts lend 
him to prefer confusion and chaos to the 


the rich have grown richer the poor have 
grown poorer. On the contrary, never be- 
fore has the average man, tlie wugework- 
er, the farmer, the small trader, been so 
well off as in this country .and at the pres-

ent time. - There have beon abuses con- 
Artificial bodies, such i 


nectrd with the accumulation of wealth, 
yet it remains true that a fortune accu- 
mulated in legitimate business can be ac- 
cumulated by the person specially benefit- 
ed only on condition of conferring im- 
mense incidental benefits upon others. 
Successful enterprise^ of the type which 
benefits all mankind can only exist if tho 
conditions are such as to offer great prizes 
as the rewards of success. 


llensonn Kor Caution. 


The captains of industry who have driv- 


en the railway systems across this conti- 
nent, who have built up our commerce, 
who have developed our manufactures, 
have on the wljolc clone great good to our 
people. Without them the material devel- 
opment of which we nre so justly proud 
could never havo taken place. Moreover, 
we should recognize the immense impor- 


protest of concern for workingmen is out- 
rageous in its Impudent falsity, for if the 
political institutions of this country do 
not afford opportunity to every honest 
and intelligent son of toll then the door of 
hope is forever closed against him. The 
anarchist is everywhere not merely the 
enemy of system arid of progress, but the 
deadly foe of liberty. If ever anarchy is 
triumphant, its triumph will last for but 
one red moment, to be succeeded for ages 
by the gloomy night of despotism. 


For the anarchist himself, whether he 


preaches or practices his doctrines, we 
m-eil not have one particle more -concern 
than for any ordinary murderer. He is 
not the victim of social or political injus- 
tice. There are no- wrongs to remedy in 
his case. The cause of his criminality is 
to bo found in his own evil passions and 
in the evil conduct of those who urge him 
on, not in any failure by others or by the 
state to i!o Justice to him or his. He is a 
malefactor and nothing else. He is in no 
sense. In no shape or way. a "product of 
Koeip. 1 conditions" save aa a highwayman 
is "produced" by the fact that an unarm- 
ed man happens to have a purse. 
Tt is a 


travesty upon the great and holy names 
of liberty and freedom to permit them to 
be Invoked in such a cause. Xo man or 
body of men preaching anarchistic doc- 
trines should be allowed at large any 
more than If preaching the murder of 
some specified private individual. Anarch- 
istic speeches, writings and meetings are 
essentially seditious' anil treasonable. 
. 
Should! Keep Anarchists Ont. 


I earnestly recommend to tho congress 


that in the exercise of its wise discretion 
it should take into consideration the 'com- 
ing to this country of'anarchists or per- 
sona professing principles hostile to all 
government F-.iid. justifying' tho murder of 
those placed in authority. Such individ- 
uals aa those who not long ago gathered 
in open meeting to glorify the murder of 
King- Humbert of Italy perpetrate a crime, 
and the law should insure their rigorous 
punishment. They and those like them 
shouid be kept out of this country, rind if 
found here ths.v should be promptly de- 
ported to the country whence they cam*1, 
and farroac'hlng provision should be made 
for the punishment of those who stay. No 
rhatter calls more urgently for the wisest 
thought of the congress. '

diction over any man who kills or at- 


most beneHcent form of social order. His ! tance to this material development of 


leaving as unhampered as is compatible 
with the public good the strong and force- 
ful men upon whom the success of busi- 
ness operations inevitably rests. 
The 


slightest study of business conditions will 
satisfy any one capable of forming a 
Judgment that the personal equation is 
the most important factor in a business 
operation; that the business ability of the 
man at the head of any business concern, 
big or little, is usually the factor which 
fixes the gulf between striking success 
and hopeless'failure. 


An additional reason for caution in deal- 


ing with corporations Is to be found in tlie 
international commercial cotiditions of to- 
day/ The same business conditions which 
liave produced tlie great aggregations of 
corporate 
and 
individual wealth have 


made them very potent factors in inter- 
national commercial competition. 
Busi- 


ness concerns which have the largest 
means at their disposal and are managed 
by tho ablest men are naturally those 
which take the lead in the strife for com- 
mercial supremacy among the nations of 
tho world. America has only just begun 
to npsiune that commanding position m 
tho international .business world which 
we bolieve will more arid more be hers. It 
is of the utmost inrptyrtnnce that this po- 
sition be not jeoparded, especially at a time 
when the overflowing abundance of our 
own natural resources and the skill, busi- 
ness energy ynti mechanical aptitu.de of 
our people make foreign markets essen- 
tial. Under-.s«rh {.-ofi'lttions it would bo 
most unwise to cramp or to fetter "tho 
youthful strength of our nation. 


JntcrCBta of All KuilniiKercd. 


Moreover, it cannot too often be pointed 


out that to strike with ignorant violence 
at the interests of one set of men almost 
inevitably endangers the interests of «1). 
The fundamental rule in our national life, 
the rulo which underlies all others, is that 
on tlir, whole and in the long run we shall 
go up or down together. There are excep- 
tions, Ojiid in times of prosperity some will 
prosper far more and in times of adversi- 
ty somo will suffer far more than others: 
but, 
speaking generally, a period of good 


times means that all tshare more or less 
in thorn, and in a period of hard times all 
feel the-stress to n greater' or less degree. 


tions is knowledge of the facts— publicity. 
In the interest of the public the goyern.- 
ment should havo "the right to inspect and 
examine tlie workings of the great corpo- 
rations engagod in interstate business. 
Publicity is the 'only. sure .remedy which 
wo can now, invoke. Whaf .further reme- 
dies tire needed in tho \vay.-of govern- 
mental regulation or t.ixatuih can only be 
determined after publicity liSs been ob- 
tained by process of law and in the course 
of administration. The first requisite is 
knowledge; full and complete— knowledge 
•which may be made public to the world. 


as corporations 


and joint stock or other associations de- 
pending upon any statutory law for their 
existence or privileges, should bo subject 
to proper governmental supervision, and 
full and accurate information as to their 
operations should be made public regular- 
ly at reasonable intervals. 


The large corporations, commonly called 


trusts, though organized in one state, al- 
ways do business in many states, often 
doing very little business in tha state 
where they are incorporated. . There is 
utter lack of uniformity ,iii the state laws 
about them, and as no state has any ex- 
clusive interest in or power over .their 
acts it has in. practice proved impossible 
to get adequate regulation through state 
action. Therefore in the interest of tho 
whole people the nation should, without 
Interfering with the power of the states 
in the matter itself, also assume power o£ 
supervision and regulation over all corpo- 
rations doing an interstate business. This 
Is especially true where the corporation 
derives a portion, of its "wealth from- the 
existence of some monopolistic element, or 
tendency in its business. There would, be 
no hardship in such supervision. Banks 
are subject to it. and in their caso ll't is 
now accepted na a simple matter^, of 
course. '• 'Indeed it is probable that super- 
vision of corporations by the national -g-pv-

But 
each man must remember also that he is 
indeed his brother's keeper, arid that while 
no man who"refuses to walk can.be car- 
ried with advantage to himself or any ong 
else, yet that each,at times stumbles or 
haits, that each at times needs to have 
the helping hand outstretched to him. To 
be permanently effective aid must always 
take the form of helping a man to help 
himself, and we can all best Help our- 
selves by joining together in the work- 
that is of common interest to all.

We should not longer submit 
to conditions under-which only a trifling- 
portion of our great commerce is.carried 
in our own ships. To reinedy this state of 
things would not merely serve to build 
up our' shipping interests, but it would 
also result in benefit to all who are inter- 
es,ted in the permanent establishment of a 
wider market for American products and 
would provide an auxiliary force for the 
navy.

BnNlnesM Condition*. 


During the last five years business con- 


fidence has been .restored, and the nation 
is t.o be congratulated because of its pres- 
ent abounding paisperity. Such prosper- 
ity can never be created by law alone, al- 
though it is easy enough to destroy.it by 
mischievous laws. 
If the hand of the 


Lord is heavy upon any country, if flood 
or drought comes, human wisdom is pow- 
erless to avert the calamity. Moreover, no 
law can guard us against the consequen- 
ces of our own folly. The men who are 
Idle or credulous, the men who seek.gains 
not by genuine'work with head or hand, 
but by gambling.In any form, are always 
a source of menace not only to thcm- 
.j 
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cisely the two emotions, 
combined with ignorance, which unfit men 
for the exercise of cool and steady judg- 
ment. In facing new industrial conditions 
tile whole history of the world shows that 
legislation will generally be both unwise 
and' ineffective unless undertaken after 
calm inquiry and with sober self restraint. 
Much of the legislation directed at the 
trusts would have been exceedingly mis- 
chievous had It not aJso been entirely in- 
effective. 
In accordance 
with a well 


known sociological law the ignorant or 
reckless agitator has been the really ef- 


i fective frienc! of the evils which he has 


been nominally opposing. In dealing with 
business interests for the government to 
undertake by crude and ill considered leg- 
islation' to do what may turn out to be 
bad would be to incur thu risk of such 
fan-caching 
national disaster 
that 
it 


would bo preferable to undertake nothing 
nt all. The men who demand the impossi- 
ble or tho undesirable serve as the allies 
of the forces with which they are nomi- 
nally at war, for they hamper tiiose who 
would endeavor to lind out in rational 
fashion what the wrongs really are and to 
what extent and in what manner it is 
practicable to apply'remedies. 


Evils of Overcnpltnlixntlun. 


All this is true. And yet it is also true 


that there are real and grave evils, one of 
the chief being overcapitalization because 
of its many baleful consequences, and a 
resolute and practical effort must be made 
to correct these evils. 


There is u widespread conviction in the 


minds of the American people that the 


, groat corporations known as trusts are In 
certain of their features and tendencies 
hurtful 
to the general welfare. 
This 


springs from no spirit of envy or uncharl- 
tablcnoss nor lack of pride In the great In- 
dustrial achievements that have placed 
this country at the head of the nations 
BtrugKllnjj for commercial supremacy. It 
does not rest/upon a lack of intelligent 
appreciation of the necessity of meeting 
changing and changed conditions of trade 
T/ith new nie'ihods nor upon ignorance of 
the fact that nornblntition of capital In the 
effort to accomplish great things is neces- 
sary when tho world's progress demands 


things and its improvement Avherever pos- 
sible. Not only muat our labor bo protect- 
ed by the tariff, but it should also bo pro- 
tected so far ns It is possible from the 
presence in this country of any laborers 
brought over by contract or of those who. 
coming freely, yet represent a standard 
of living so depressed that they cat) un- 
dersell our men in tlvo labor market and 
drag them to a lower level. I regard it as 
neceHsnry, with this end in view, to re- 
enact, immediately the law excluding Chi- 
nese 
laborers 
and 
to 
strengthen

wherever necessary in order to maka Its 
enforcement entirely affective. 


The national government should demand 


the highest quality of service* from it.s 
employees and in return it should be a 
good employer. 
If possible, legislation 


should be passed ^in connection with the 
Interstate commerce law which will ren- 
der effective the efforts of different utatos 
to do away with the competition of con- 
vict contract labor in the open labor mar- 
ket. So far SH practicable under the con- 
ditions of. government work provision 
should be made to render fhe enforcement 
of the eight hour law easy and certain. 
Jn all industries carried on directly or In- 
directly for the United States government 
women and children should be protected 
from excessive hours of labor, from night 
work and from work under unsanitary 
conditions. The government should, pro"- 
vide in its contracts that all work should 
be done under ."fair" conditions and. In 
addition to setting a high standard, should 
uphold it by proper Inspection, extending 
If necessary, to the subcontractors. Tha 
government'should'forbid all night work 
for women and children as well as exces- 
sive overtime. For the District of Colum- 
bia a good factory law should be passed, 
and, as a. powerful indirect aid to such 
laws, provision should be made to turn' 
the Inhabited 
alleys, the existence of 


which is a reproach to our Capital City, 
Into minor streets, where the''ln.habltan'ti'' 
can live under •;conditions favorable 
to 


heaIth and morals.

stroys the forest except to vmtike' way, for 
agriculture -threatens' our well being. 


The practical usefulness of the national 


forest reserves to. the mining, grazing, ir- 
rigation and other interests of the regions 
In which the reserves lie has led to a 
widespread demand by the people of the 
west for their protection •- and extension. 
The forest reserves will inevitably be of 
ptill greater use In the future than in th« 
past. Additions should be made to them 
whenever practicable, and .their useful- 
ness should" be increased by a thoroughly 
businesslike management. 


At present the protection of the forest 


reserves rests with the general land office, 
LJie rnappiHg- and. description of their tim- 
tsr with tho United States geological sur-. 


vey. and the preparation of plans for their 
conservative/use with the burteau of for- 
estry, which is also charged with the gen- 
eral ad vanconent of practical forestry In 
:hc United States. These various func- 
;ions should be united in the bureau of 
forestry,.. to which they properly belong. 
The present diffusion of responsibility is 
jad from eyery standpoint. It prevents 
;hat effective co-operation between the 
government and the men who utilize the 
•esources of tho .reserves without which 
;ho interests of both must suffer. The 
scientific bureaus generally should be put 
under the department of agriculture. Tho. 
president should have by-law the power 
of transferring lands for use as forest re- 
serves to tho department of ngricul'tur*. 
He already hao such power in the case of 
ands needed by the departments of war 
and the navy.

Irrigation. 
, 
. 


The wise administration of the forest 


reserves will be not less helpful to the in- 
' crests which depend on water than to 
hose which depend on wood and grass. 
Phe water supply itself depends upqn^the 
orest. In the arid region it is water,, not 
and, which measures " prodVictIon£-i'Th«- 
western half of the United States Vwould 
ustaln.a population greater than,, that of 
ur whole country today if the ' waters 
hat now run to waste were saved and 
sed for Irrigation. The forest, and water 
robJems are perhaps the most vital in- 
ernal questions of the- United States. 
•Certain of the forest reserves should 
,lso be made preserves for the wild., forest 
creatures. A)! of tho reserves should i>b 
better protected from fires. Many of them 
need special protection because of the 
great injury done by live stock, above a.ll 
by sheep. The increase in deer, elk and 
other animals ' In tho Yellowstone park 
shows what may be expected when other 
mountain forests are properly protected 
by Jaw and properly guarded. Some of 
these areas have been so denuded of sur- 
face vegotallon by overgrazing that the 
ground breeding birds, including grouse 
and quail, and many mammals, including 
deer, have been exterminated or driven 
away. At the same time the water stor- 
ing capacity of tho surface has been de- 
creased 
or destroyed, thus 
promoting 


floods in times of rain and diminishing th* 
flow of streams between rains. 


In cases where natural conditions hav« 


been restored for a few years vegetation 
has again carpeted' the ground, birds and 
deer arc Doming back, and hundreds of 
.persons, especially from the -immediate 
neighborhood, come each summer to en- 
joy the privilege of camping. 
Some at 


•least of the forest reserves should afforti 
perpetual protection to the native fauna 
and flora, safe havens of refuge to OUR 
rapidly diminishing wild animals of th« 
.kjrger kinds and tree, camping grounds for 
the. ever increasing numbers of'men'and . 
women -who have learned to find -rest,.. - 
health and recreation in the splendid f or- ; 
ests and 
flower clad meadows of our 
• 


'mountains. The forest reserves should be 
set apart forever for the use and benefit. 
of our people as a whole and not sacrificed 
to the shortsighted greed of ft few. 


The forests are natural reservoirs. By 


restraining- the streams in flood and re- 
plenishing them in drought they mak* 
possible the use of waters otherwise 
wasted. They prevent, the soil from-wasli- 
!»g and so protect the storage reservoirs 
from filling up with silt. Forest conserva- 
tion is therefore an essential condition of ' 
water conservation. 


Storasre Works Necessary. 


The forests alone cannot, however, fully 


regulate, and conserve the waters -of the :•• 
arid region. Great stornge works are nee- ' 
essary to equalize the How of streams and 
to. save the Hood waters. Their construe- .' 
lion has been conclusjvely shown to be an 
undertaking too vast, .for private effort.-;' 
Nor can it t-e best accomplished by -the In- 
dividual states acting alone. Farreaching 
interstate problems are Involved, and the 
resources of single states would often be- 
Inadequate. It is properly a 'national 
function, at least in some of its features. '• ; 
Jt is as right for the national government 
to make the streams and -rivers-' of • tho 
arid region useful by engineering -works • 
for water stornge as to make xiseful tha 
rivers and harbors of the humid region by 
engineering works of another kind. The 
storing of the. floods In reservoirs .at the 
headwaters of our rivers is but an en- . 
largeinent of our present policy of river 
control under which levees are built on 
the lower reaches of the same, streams. 


The government should construct and 


maintain these reservoirs as it does other • 
public works. Where their purpose is to 
regulate the flow of streams the water 
should bo turned freely into the channels 
In the drx> season to take the same course . 
Under the same laws as the natural flow. 
;• The reclamation of the unsettled arid 
public lands presents a, different problem. 
Here it is not. enough to regulate the flow 
of' streams. Tho object of the government."- 
is to dispose of the land to settlers who 
will build homes upon it. To accomplish ; 
this object water must be brought within ; 
th'elr reach. 


The pioneer settlers on the arid public 


domain, chose-' their homos along streams : 
from which they could themselves divert. . 
the water to reclaim their holdings.. -Such 
opportunities nre practically gone. There ' 
remain, however, vast areas of putolliv , 
land which can be nindo available for 
homestead settlement, but only by reser- 
voirs a.ml main lino c-armls -Impracticable ' 
for private' enterprises 
These irrigation 


works -should lie built by the national ' 
jjovernmont. 
The -lands 
reclaimed 
by 


them should be reserved by the gwern- 
tnent for actual settlers, and the cost of ' 
construction should .so far us possible; 
be, repaid by the land reclaimed. Tho 
distribution of the water, tho division of 
the. streams- among irrlg-ators, should be 
left lp thn settlers themselves in. conform- 
ity with stale laws and without Interfer- 
ence with thos« lawa '-or. with vested 
rights. Tho policy of the national gov- 
ernment should be to aid Irrigation In the ' 
several states and territories In such man- 
ner us will enable the people in the local 
communities to help themaeivw and as> 
will "stimulate '.needed.- reforms in the state

Our people us a. whole will profit, 
for successful homemaklhg- is but another 
name lor the upbuilding of tho nation. 


The necessary foundation has already 


been laid for the inauguration of the poli- 
cy just described. It would bo unwise to 
begin by doing too much, for a great deal 
will doubtless be learned, both as to what 
can and what oannot be safely attempted, 
by the early efforts, which must of neces- 
sity be partly experimental In character. 
At 
r,'?e voi?? beginning the government 


should inakn ek-ar, beyond shadow of 
doubt. Its intention to pursue this policy 
on lines of the broadest public interest. 
"No reservoir or canal should ever be built 
to satisfy selfish personal or local inter- 
ests, but only in accordance with the ad- 
vice of trained- experts after long investi- 
gation has shown the locality where all 
the conditions combine to make the work 
most needed and traught with the great- 
est usefulness to the community as a 
whole. Thorn should be no extravagance. 
and the believers in the need of Irriga- 
tion will most benefit their cause by see- 
ing, to it that it is free from tho least 
tnlnt of c-ce^ssSve or reckless expenditure 
of the public moneys. 


Jrrigjution Larrn. 


Whatever tho nation does for the exten- 


sion of irrigation should harmonise with 
and 
torn! tu improve tho condition of 


Vhose now living on irrigated land. 
We 


are not at the starting poirft of this do- 
veio'.jtnent. Over two hundred millions of 
prlv.TUj ci'.plial has already boon expended 
In 
Ih.-s construction of irrigation works 


and many million acres of arid land re- 
claimed. A hi.trh (legrec; of enterprise and 
ability has been shown in the work itself, 
but ns much canr.ot be said in reference 
to thr: laws relating- thereto. The securi- 
ty and value of flu: homes created depend 
Inrcrely on the stability of titles to water, 
but the majority of these rest on the un- 
certain foundation of court decisions ren- 
dered in ordinary .suits at law. With a 
few creditable exceptions, tho arid statea 
have failed to provide for the certain and 
just division of streams In times of scarci- 
ty. Lax and uncertain laws have made It 
possible to establish rights to water In 
excess of actual uses or necessities, and 
many streams have already passed into 
private ownership or a control equivalent 
to ownership. 


"Whoever controls a stream practically 


controls the land it renders productive, 
and the doctrine- of private ownership of 
•water apart, from land cannot prevail 
without causing enduring v.-rong. The rec- 
ognition of such ownership, which has 
been permitted to grow up In the arid- 
regions, should give way to a more en- 
lightened find larger recognition of the 
rights of the public in the control and 
disposal of the public water supplies. 
Laws founded upon conditions obtaining 
in humid regions, where water is too 
abundant to justify hoarding it. have no 
proper application in a dry country. 


The Only ttlfirht to Water. 


In the'arid states the only right to wa- 


ter which should be recognized, is that of 
use. In irrigation this right should attach 
to the land reclaimed and be inseparable 
therefrom. • Granting 
perpetual, .water 


rights to other:; than users without com- 
pensation to tho public is open to all the- 
objections which apply to giving away 
perpetual franchises to the public utilities 
of cities. 
A -few of the western states 


have already recognized this and have in- 
corporated In their constitutions the doc- 
trine of perpetual state ownership of wa- 
ter. 


The benefits which have followed the 


unaided development of the past justify 
the nation's aid and co-operation in the 
mere difficult and important work yet to 
tae accomplished. Laws so vitally Affect- 
ing homes as these which control the wa- 
ter supply will only be effective when 
they have the sanction of t^e Irrigators; 
reforms can only be final and satisfactory 
when they r-ome through the enlighten- 
ment of the people most concerned. The 
larger development which national aid in- 
sures should, however, awaken in every 
arid atiite the determination to make its 
Irrigation system equal in justice and ef- 
fectiveness that of any country In the civ- 
ilized world. Nothing could be more un- 
wise than for isolated communities to 
continue to learn everything experimen- 
tally instead of profiting by what is al- 
ready known elsewhere. We are dealing 
with a new and momentous question in 
the pregnant years while institutions are 
forming, and what we do will affect not 
only the present but future generations. 


Our aim should bo not simply to reclaim 


tha largest area of land and provide 
homes for the largest number of people, 
but to create for this new Industry the 
best possible social and industrial condi- 
tions, and this requires that we not only 
understand the existing situation, bnt 
nvail ourselves of the best experience of 
the time in the solution of Its problems. 
A careful study should be made both by 
the nation and the states of the Irrigation 
laws and conditions here and; 'abroad. 
Ultimately, it will probably be necessary 
for the nation to co-ojjerate with the sev- 
•eral arid states in proportion as these 
states by their legislation and administra- 
tion show themselyes fit to receive it. 


Hnirnll and I'orto R!co. 


• In Hawaii our aim must be to develop 
.the xcrritory on the traditional American 
lines. We do not wish a region of large 
estates tilled by cheap labor. We wish a 
healthy American community of men 
who themselves till the farms they own. 
All our legislation for the islands should 
lio shaped with this end in view. The well 
being of the average homemaker must 
afford the Q-ue teat of the healthy devel- 
opment of the Islands. The land policy 
should as nearly as possible be modeled 
on our homestead system. 


i't is a pleasure to say that It Is hardly 


rrore necessary to report as to Porto Rico 
than as to any state or territory within 
our continental limits. 
The Island is 


thriving as never before, and It Is being 
administered efficiently and honestly. Its 
people are now enjoying liberty and order 
tinder the protection of the United States, 
nnd upon this fact we congratulate them 
and ourselves. 
Their material welfare 


must be as carefully and jealously consid- 
ered as the welfare of any other portion 
of our country. We have given thani the 
great gift oC free access for their products 
1o the markets of the United States. I ask 
the attention of the congress to the need 
of legislation concerning the public lands 
of I'orto Rico. 


Cuba and the Philippine*. 


Ii Cuba such progress has been made 


toV'Arcl putting the independent govern- 
ment of the island upon a firm footing 


and difficult path that leads to self gov- 
ernment. We hope to make our admin- 
istration of the islands honorable to our 
nation by making It of the highest benefit 
to the^Filiplnos themselves, and as an 
earnest^of what we intend to do we point 
to what we have done. Already a greater 
measure of material prosperity, and., of 
governmental honesty and efficiency has 
been attained in the Philippines than ever 
before in their history. 


Treatment of Filipinos. 


It is no light task for a nation to 


achieve the temperamental qualities with- 
out which the institutions of free govern- 
ment are but empty mockery, Our peo- 
ple affe now successfully governing them- 
selves because for more than a thousand 
years they have been slowly fitting them- 
selves, sometimes consciously, sometimes 
unconsciously, toward this end. 
What 


hns taken us thirty generations to achieve 
we cannot expect to see another race ac- 
complish out of hand, especially when 
large portions of that race start very far 
behind the polnt.'which our ancestors had 
readied even thirty generations ago. 
In 


dealing with the Philippine people we 
must 'show both patience a.nd strength, 
forbearance and steadfast resolution. Our 
aim Is high. We do not desire to do for 
the islanders merely- what has elsewhere 
been done for tropic peoples by even the 
best foreign governments. "We hope to do 
for them what has never before been done 
for any people of the tropics—to make 
them fit for self government after the 
fashion of the really free nations. 


History may safely be challenged to 


show a single instance In which a master- 
ful race such as ours, having been forced 
by the. exigencies of war to tako posses- 
sion of an alien land, has behaved to its 


America. Its importance to ;the nation is 4<-

by no means limited merely to its mate- } af tcr war breaks out. The" ships must 
rial effects upon our business prosperity, 
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and ye» with a view to these effects alone it 
would *>e to the last-degree important fors 
us immediately to begin it.

I nm glad to be able to announce to you 


that our negotiations on this subject with 
Great.Britain, conducted on both sides in 
a spirit" of friendliness and mutual good 
will and respect, have resulted In my 
being able to lay before the senate a 
treaty which if ratified will enable ua to 
begin preparations for an isthmian canal 
at any time and which guarantees to this 
nation every right that it has over asked 
in connection with the canal.

complex and delicate weapons with .tho 
highest efficiency.

Our presont navy was begun In 1881 At 


that period our navy consisted of a Collec- 
tion of antiquated wooden ships already 
almost as out of place, against modern 
•war vessels as the galleys of Alclbiades 
and Hamilcar, certainly as the ships of 
Tromp and Blake. Nor at that time did 
we have men fit to handle a modern man- 
of-war. Under the wise legislation of the 
congress and the successful administra- 
tion of a succession ot patriotic secreta- 
ries of the navy belonging to both politi- 
cal parties the work of upbuilding' the 
navy went on, and ships equal to any In 
the world of their klnd^were continually 
added, and, what was even more Impor- 
tant, these ships were exercised at sea 
singly and in squadrons until the men 
aboard them were able to get the best 
possible service out of them. The result 
was seen in the short war with Spain, , 
which was decided with such rapidity be- 
cause of the infinitely greater prepared- 
ness of our navy than of the Spanish 
navy. 


Tbe Part Played l>y Congress. 


While awarding the fullest honoivto tha 


men who actually commanded and man- 
ned the ships which destroyed the Span- 
ish sea forces in tho Philippines and in 
Cuba, we must not forget than an equal 
meed of praise belongs to tnose without 
whom neither blow could have been 
struck.

It has been well said 
that these Is no surer way of courting na- 
tional, disaster than to be "opulent,: ag- 
gressive and unarmed."

It Is not necessary, to increase our army 


beyond its present size at this time, .but 
it is necessary to keep it at the highest 
point of efficiency. : The Individual units 
who as officers nnd enlisted men compose 
this army are, we have good reason to be- 
lieve, at least as efficient as those of any 
other army in the entire world. It is our 
duty to see -that their training Is of a kind 
to insure the highest possible expression 
of powe1" to these units when acting in 
combination. 
., 


The conditions of modern war are such 


as to make an Infinitely heavier demand 
than ever before upon the Individual char- 
acter and capacity of the officer and the 
enlisted-man arid to make It far more dif- 
ficult for men to act together with effect. 
At present the fighting must be done'In 
extended order, which means that each 
man must act for himself and at the same 
time act in combination with others with 
whom he Is, no longer in the old;fashioned, 
-elbow to elboW touch. Under such condi- 
tions a few men of the highest excellence 
are worth more than many men without 
the special skill which is only found as 
the result of special training- applied to 
men of. exceptional physique and morale^ 
but nowadays the most valuable fighting 
man and the most difficult to perfect Is 
the rifleman who is also, a skillful and 
daring rider. 


The proportion of our cavalry regiments 


has wisely been Increased. The American 
cavalryman, 
trained to maneuver and 


fight with equal facility on foot and on 
horseback, is the best type~of soldier for 
general purposes now to be found in the i 


which theae three reforms are making 
and have In part already effected. 
'Tlie reorganization provided for by th» 


act has .been 'substantially accomplished. 
The improved conditions In, the Philip- 
pines have enabled the war department 
materially to reduce the military .charge 
upon our revenue and to arrange the 
number 6f soldiers so as to bring this 
number" much" nearer to the minimum 
than to the maximum limit established by 
law. There is, however, need of supple- 
mentary legislation. Thorough military 
education must be provided and in addi- 
tion to the regulars 'the advantages of 
this education should be given to the of' 
fleers of the national fjard and others in 
civil life' who 'desire Intelligently to fit 
themselves for possible military 
duty. 
The officers should be given the chance 
to perfect themselves by study In the 
higher branches of this art. At West 
Point tho education should be of the kind 
most apt to turn out men who are good In 
actual field service. Too much stress should 
not. be laid on mathematics, nor should pro- 
ficiency* therein be held to establish the 
right of entry to a corps d'ellte. The typ- 
ical American officer of the best kind need 
not'be a good mathematician, but he must 
be able to master himself, to control oth- 
ers and to show boldness.: and fertility of 
resource In every emergency. 


Action should be taken in reference to 


the militia and tq^the raising of volunteer 
forces. 
Our militia law Is obsolete and 


worthless; 
The organizatibh- and arma- 


ment of the national guard of tho several 
states, which are treated as militia In the 
appropriations by the congress, should be 
made 'Identical''-.with, those provided for 
the regular forces.

We do not guaran- 
tee any state against punishment if it 
misconducts itself provided that punish- 
ment does not take the form of the acqui- 
sition ot territory by any non-American 
power.

antee of our own good faith.

The Necessity of Drill, 


We now have seventeen battleships ap- 


propriated for, of which nine are complet- 
ed mul hfivo boon commissioned for actual 
service. The remaining eight will be ready 
in from two to four years, but It will 
take at lenst that time to recruit and 
train the men to fight them. It is of vast- 
concern that we have trained cr«w« ready 
for the vessels by the time they :are com- 
missioned. Good ships and good guns are 
simply good weapons, and the best weap- 
ons are useless save In the handn of men 
who know how to fight with thorn. The 
men must be trained and drilled under a 
thorough and well planned system of pro- 
gressive Instruction, while the recruiting 
must be carried on with still greater vig- 
or. Every effort must ba made to exalt 
the main function of the officer— the com- 
mand of men. The leading .graduates of 
the Naval academy should be assigned to 
the combatant branches, the line and ma- 
rines.

A great debt is owing from the -public 


to the men of the army and navy. They 
should be so treated as to enable them to 
reachv the highest point of efficiency so 
that they may be able to respond instant-, 
ly to any demand made upon them to sus- 
tain the Interests of the nation and the 
honor of the flag. 'The individual Amer- 
ican enlisted man is probably on the 
whole. a more formidable fighting man 
than the regular of any other army. Ev- 
ery consideration should be shown him, 
and in 'return the highest standard of 
usefulness should be exacted .from him. 
It la well worth while for the congress to 
consider whether the pay of enlisted men 
upon second and subsequent enlistments 
should not . be increased to correspond 
with the Increased value of the veteran 
soldier.

Much good has already come from the 


act reorganising the army passed early in 
the present year, The three prime re- 
forms, alt of them of literally Inestimable 
value, are, first, the substitution of four 
year details from the line for permanent 
appointments In the so called staff divi- 
sions; second, tho establishment of a 
corps of artillery with a chief at the 
head; third, the establishment of a maxi- 
mum and minimum limit for the,army. It 
would bo difficult to overestimate the' Im-

Th« merit system of making appoint- 


ments Is in. Us essence as democratic and 
American as the common school system 
itself. It simply means that In clerical 
and other positions where the dutlea are 
entirely nonpolitlcal all applicants should 
have a fair field and no favor, each stand- 
ing on his merits as he is able to show 
them by practical test. Written competi- 
tive examinations offer the .only availa- 
ble means in many cases for applying this 
system. In other oases, as where laborers 
are employed, a system of registration 
undoubtedly can be widely extended. 
There" are, of course, places wljere tha 
written competitive examination cannot 
be applied and others where it offers by 
np means arr ideal : solution,-, but, ;wh«re 
under existing political conditions it is, 
though an Imperfect means, yet the best 
present means of getting satisfactory re- 
sults. 
.."Wherever the conditions have .permitted 
the application of the merlt.system .in" its 
fullest and wildest sense the' gain ,to the 
government has-been immense.' The navy 
yards and postal service illustrate proba- 
bly better than any other branches of the 
'government the great gain In economy, 
efficiency and honesty due to the enforce- 
ment of this principle. 
I recommend the passage of a law 


which will extend the classified, service to 
the District of Columbia or will at least 
enable the president thus to extend it. In 
my judgment all laws 'providing for the 
temporary employment of clerks should 
hereafter contain a provision that they be 
selected under the civil service law. 
It is Important to have this system ob- 
tain at home, but It is even more impor- 
tant to'- hove it applied rigidly in our insu- 
lar p.osoesslons. Not an office should be 
filled hi the Philippines or Porto Rico- 
with any regard to the man's partisan af- 
filiations or. services, with any regard 'to. 
the political, social or personal influence 
which he may have at his command. In 
•hort, heed should be paid to absolutely 
nothing, save .the man's own character 
and capacity and the needs of the service. 


The administration of these Islands 


•hould be as wholly free, from the suspi- 
cion of partisan politics as the adminis- 
tration of the army and navy. Alt that 
we ask from' the public servant in the 
•Philippines or Porto Rico is that he reflect 
honor on his country by the way In which 
he makes that country's rule a benefit to 
the peoples who have come under it. This 
is all that: we should ask, and we cannot 
afford to be content with less. 


The merit system is simply one method 


of securing honest and efficient adminis- 
tration of the gpvernmenti and In the 
long run the sole justification of any type 
of government lies in its proving .Itself 
bath honest and efficient 


Tbe Consular Service. 


The consular service is now organised 


under the provisions of a law passed In 
1858, which Is entirely inadequate to exist- 
ing conditions, The interest shown by so 
many commercial bodleA. throughout, t; } 
con .try In the reorganization of the sert-; 
Ice Is heartily commended to your atten- 
tion. Several bills providing for a new 
consular service hav* In recent years 
been submitted to tha *o'ngress. The* are 
based upon the just principle thai ap- 
pointments to the service should be made 
only after a practical test of the appli- 
cant'* fltness; that promotions should" be 
governed by trustworthiness, adaptability 
and aeal in the performance ot duty, and 
that the tenure of office should be unaf- 
fected by partisan considerations. 
Tha guardianship and fostering ot our 


rapidly expanding foreign commerce, the 
•protection of American citizens resorting 
to foreign countries In lawful pursuit of, 
their affairs and tho maintenance of tha 
dignity of the nation abroad combine to 
make it essential that our coqauU should 


as an Individual, like, the white man. 
During the change of treatment Inevitable 
hardships will occur. Every effort should 
be made to minimize these hardships, but 
we should not because o'f them hesitate to 
make the change. There should be a con- 
tinuous reduction In the number of agen- 


Iri dealing with the aboriginal races few 


thing!* are more important than to pre- 
serve them from the terrible physical and 
moral degradation resulting from the liq- 
uor traffic. We'are doing all-we can to 
save our own Indian tribes from this evil. 
Wherever by International agreement this 
same end can b<£ attained as regards races 
where we do not possess exclusive control 
every, effort should be made to bring it 
about. 
Expositions. 


I bespfak the most cordial support from 


the congress and the people for the St. 
Louis exposition-to, commemorate the one 
hundredth, anniversary of the Louisiana 
purchase. This purchase was the greatest 
instance of. expansion, in .our history. 
It 


definitely decided that we were/to become 
a great" continental republic, by far the 
foremost power In .the,'; western"; hemi- 
sphere. It Is one of three'or four great 
landmarks In our history—the great turn- 
ing-points in our development. It is emi- 
nently fitting tliat all our people should 
join with heartiest good will In commemo- 
rating, it, and the citizens of St. Louis, of - 
Missouri, of all the adjacent region, are 
entitled to every aid ,In'making the cele- 
bration a 'noteworthy event in our annals. 
"We earnestly hope that foreign nations 
will appreciate the deep Interest our coun- 
try takes in this exposition and our view 
of its; importance from every standpoint, 
and that they will participate in securing 
Its success. 
The national government 


should, be represented bx a full and com- 
plete set of exhibits. - 


The people of Charleston, with great en- 


ergy''and'civic spirit, are carrying on an 
exposition which will continue throughout 
most of the present session of the con- 
gress.

The advancement ot the highest inter- 
ests of national science and learning and 
the custody of objects of art and of the 
valuable results of scientific expeditions 
conducted by the United States have been 
committed to the Stnithsonian institution. 
In furtherance of its declared purpose—. 
1'or the "increase and diffusion of knowl- . 
edge asnong men$r-the congress has from 
time' to, time given-'It'other Important 
functions. 
Such 'trusts have been exe- 


cuted by the Institution with notable fidel- 
ity.} There should be" no halt in the. work 
of thijf Institution, in.accordance with the 
plans1 which its secretary has presented, 
for the preservation o' the vanishing 
races of great North American animals in 
the National Zoological park. The urgent 
needs 'of the National museum are rec- 
ommended to the favorable consideration 
of the congress. 
Perhaps the most characteristic edu- 


cation^! movement of the past fifty years 
is tliat which has created the modern 
publlo library and developed it Into broad 
and active service. There nra now, over 
6,000 public libraries In tho United States, 
the product of this period. In addition 
to accumulating material, they are also 
striving by organization, by Improvement 
in method and by co-operation lc) give 
greater efficiency to the material" they 
hold, to moke Jt moire widely useful nnd 
by avoidance of unnecessary duplicat'ion 
ITT process to reduce the-cost of its ad- 
ministration.

In these efforts the'y naturally look for 


assistance to the federal library, which, 
though still the library of congress and 
so entitled, is the. one national library 
of tho United States. Already the largest 
single collection of books on the western 
hemisphere' and certain to Increase more 
rapidly than any other through purchase, 
exchange find the operation of the copy- '.

Tiie Postal Scrrlce. 


?"ho remarkable growth of the posta) 


p?rv!ce la shown in the fact that Its rev- 
jnues have doubled and Its expenditures 
jifeve nearly doubled within twelve years. 
> .y.^rogresslve development compels con- 
j'CMKJy Increasing outlay, but in this P^- 
flo'J of business energy and prosperity Its 
receipts grow so much faster than Its ex- 
f-aas«3 that the annual deficit has, been 
ftaadily reduced from $11,411,779 in 1897 to 
?3,DJ3,7£7 in 1901, Among recent postal ad- 
vr.nces the success of rural .free delivery 
wherever established has been so marked 
find actual experience has made its bene- 
fits so plain that the demand for its ex- 
tension Is general and urgent. 


It is just that the great agricultural 


population should share in the improve- 
ment of the service. The number of rural 
routes now in operation is 6,009, practical- 
ly all established within three years, and 
there are 6,000 applications awaiting ac- 
tion. It Is ex-peeled that the number in 
operation at the close of the current fiscal 
year will reach 8,603. The mail will then 
be daily carried to the doors of 5,700,000 of 
our people who have heretofore been de- 
pendent upon distant offices, and one-third 
of all that portion of the country which is 
adapted to it will be covered by this kind 
of service. 


The 
full measure of postal progress 


which might be realized has long been 
hampered ar,3 obstructed by the heavy 
burden 
imposed 
on 
the 
government 


through the Intrenched and well under- 
stood abuses which have grown up in con- 
nection with second class mail matter. 
The extent of this burden appears when it 
is stated that, while the second class mat- 
tur makes nearly three-fifths of the weight 
of all the mall, it paid for the last fiscal 
year only $4,284,-HO of the aggregate postal 
revenue of $111.631,193. If the pound rate 
of postage, which produces the large loss 
thus entailed and which was fixed by the 
congress with the purpose of encouraging 
the dissemination of public information, 
v.-ore limited to the legitimate newspapers 
and periodicals actually contemplated by 
the law, no just exception could be taken. 
That expense would be the recognized and 
accepted cost of a liberal public policy de- 
liberately adopted for a justifiable end. 
Rut much of the matter which enjoys tho 
privileged rate is wholly outsida of tha 
intent of the Jaw and hasi secured admis- 
sion only through an evasion of its re- 
quirements or through lax construction. 
The proportion of such wrongly Included 
matter is estimated by postal experts to 
be one-half of tha whole volume of second 
class mall. If It be only one-third or one- 
qviarter, the magnitude of the burden la 
apparent. The postofflce department has 
now undertaken to remove the abuses so 
far as is possible by a stricter application 
of the Jaw, and It should be sustained in 
Its effort. 


The Clilnese Siinntlon. 


Owing to the rapid growth of our power 


and our Interests on the Pacific, whatever 
happens in China must be of the keenest 
national concern to us. 
The' general terms of. the settlement of 
the Questions growing out of the antifor- 


' . elsn uprisings In China of 1900, having 


boon formulated in a joint note addressed 
to China by the representatives of the in- 
jurcg powers tn December last, were 
promptly accepted by the Chinese govern-- 
ment. 
After protracted conferences the 


plenipotentiaries of the several powers 
v,-ore able to sign a final protocol with the 
("ntr.eas plenipotentiaries on 
t?ie 7th of 


Kiot September, setting forth the meas- 
ures taken by China in compliance with 
tho demands of the joint note and ex- 
pressing: their satisfaction therewith. 
It 


will b;- laid before the congress, with a re- 
port of the plenipotentiary on behalf of 
tiie I'nited States, Mr. V/illlam \Voodvllle 
Kockhlll, to whom high praise is clue for 
llu iact. good judgment and energy he 
has displayed in performing an exception- 
ally difficult and delicate task. 


Tho agreement reached disposes in a 


various grounds "o'f "coriipTafnt and will 
contribute materially to better future re- 
lations between China .and the powers. 
Reparation has been made by China for 
the murder of foreigners during the up- 
rising, and punishment has hijeu- inflicted 
on the officials, however high in rank; 
recognized aa responsible for or having 
participated in the outbreak. 
Official ex- 


aminations have been forbidden for a p_e- 
rlod of live, years in al: cities in whi/n 
foreigners have been murdered or cruelty 
treated, and edicts have been issued nvik- 
incr all officials direct!}' vesponsible for iho 
future safety of foreigners and for the 
suppression of violence against them. . 
Provisions have been made for insuring 


the future safety of the foreign repre- 
sentatives in Poking by setting aside for 
their exclusive use a quarter of the city 
which the powers can make defensible 
and In which they can if necessary main- 
tain permanent military guards, by dis- 
mantling the military works between tha 
capital and the sea and by allowing tho 
temporary maintenance of foreign mili- 
tary posts along this line. An edict has 
bean issued by the emperor of China pro- 
hibiting for two years the importation of 
arms and ammunition into China. China 
has agreed to pay adequate indemnities 
to tha states, societies and individuals 
for the losses sustained by them and for 
the expenses of the military expeditions 
sent by the various powers to protect life 
and restore order. 


What China HA» Promised. 


"Under the provisions of the Joint note 


of December, 1900, China has agreed to re- 
vise the treaties of commerce and naviga- 
tion and to take such other steps for the 
purpose of facilitating foreign trade as 
the foreign powers may decide to be 
needed. 


The Chinese government has agreed to 


participate financially in the work of bet- 
tering the water approaches to Shanghai 
ar.d to Tientsin, the centers of foreign 
trade In central and northern China, and 
an international conservancy board, in 
which the Chinese government is largely 
represented, has been provided for the 
improvement of the Shanghai river and 
the control of its navigation. In the game 
line of commercial advantages a revision 
of the present tariff on imports has been 
assented to for the purpose of substitut- 
ing specific for ad valorem duties, and an 
expert has been sent abroad on tha part 
of the United States to assist in this 
work. A list of articles to remain free of 
duty, Including: flour, cereals and rice, 
gold and silver coin and bullion, has also 
been agreed upon. In the settlement 


During these troubles our government 


has unswervingly advocated 
moderation 


and has materially aided in bringing 
about an adjustment which tends to en- 
hance the welfare of China and to lead 
to a more beneficial intercourse between 
the empire and the modern world, while 
in the critical period of revolt and mas- 
sacre we did our full share in safeguard- 
ing life and property, restoring order and 
vindicating the national Interest and hon- 
or. It behooves us to continue in these 
paths, doing what lies in our power to 
foster feelings of good -will and leaving no 
effort untried to work out the great policy 
of full and fair intercourse between China 
and the nations on a footing of equal 
rights and advantages to all. We advo- 
cate the "open door" with all that it im- 
plies; not. merely the procurement of en- 
larged commercial' opportunities on the 
coasts, but access .to' the interior by the 
waterways -syith which China has been so 
extraordinarily favored. Only by bringing 
the people of. China into peaceful and 
friendly community,'of .trade with all the; 
peoples of the earth cnn the Work now 
euspiciously begun be carried to fruition. 
In the attainment of this purpose we nec- 
essarily claim parity of treatment under 
the conventions throughout the empire for 
OUT trade arid our citizens with those of 
nil other powers.

My predecessor communicated 
to the

adjudged by the highest courts of our 
country to have been obtained through 
fraud and perjury on the part of the 
claimants and that In accordance with 
the acts of the congress the money re- 
maining in the hands of the secretary of 
etate on these awards has been returned 
to Mexico. A considerable portion of the 
money received from Mexico on these 
awards had been paid by this government 
to the claimants before the decision of 
the courts was rendered. My judgment is 
that the congress should return to Mexico 
an amount equal to the sums thus already 
paid to the claimants.

rural delivery routes. The three route* 
are in Missouri, of from 20 to 26 miles 
each. One opened In July, 1889, carried 
2.089 pieces of mall matter.pin Sep- 
tember, the yenr following, there were 
5,741 pieces delivered; and a year la- 
ter 10,498 pieces.

Another route Increased from 5,700 


pieces in September, 1900, to 10,729 a 
year later.. Route No. 3 from 3,455
